(AP) —The Missouri Supreme 
Court overturned two murder 
convictions today, primarily be­ 
cause of improprieties on the 
parts of presecutors. 
The high court also over­ 
turned an assault conviction 
and ordered a new trial be 
cause of actions by the trial 
court. 
The fist-degree murder con­ 
viction of Donald Albert Hoopes 
in connection with the 1973 
slaying of Orris O. Baker in St. 
Francois County. Hoopes was 
also convicted of first-degree 
robbery in connection with that 
death. The high court ordered a 
new trial on that charge, too. 
Hoopes 
and 
his 
attorney 
agreed to plead guilty to the 
robbery charge in exchange for 
the prosecutor dropping the 
murder charge. But during a 
pre-trial conference, prosecutor 
Hugh Roberts told Hoopes’ at­ 
torney that he had decided not 
to drop the murder charge and 
was going to use the statement 
Hoopes 
made acknowledging 


the robbery as evidence against 
him. 
The high court held that the 
statement by Hoopes was made 
a result of plea negotiations 
and promises, which the prose­ 
cutor had authority to make. 
But when the prosecutor re­ 
fused to perform his part of the 
bargain, the statement should 
have been rejected and never 
used in connection with any fu­ 
ture trial. 
If 
the 
statement 
were 
allowed, the prosecutor would 
be able to make an agreement 
in order to obtain confessions of 
guilt to certain crimes, then 
break the agreement and still 
benefit from the bargain, the 
court said. 
In ordering a new trail on the 
murder charge against Jam es 
Harrington, the high court said 
it was “inherently and funda­ 
mentally unfair” for the prose­ 
cution to be aided in the case 
against Harrington by a private 
attorney hired by the family of 
the murder victim. 
Harrington was convicted of 


second-degree murder in con­ 
nection with the slaying of Ken­ 
neth Ellison in front of a Sikes­ 
ton tavern in 1971 
The court said the state’s 
public policy has been to place 
prosecution for criminal 
of­ 
fenses in the hands of elected 
officials and use of privately 
hired assistants places an un­ 
warranted burden on defend­ 
ants. 
The court said private prose­ 
cutors should no longer be 
hired in criminal cases 
In addition, the high court 
said it was unfair of the prose­ 
cutor to withhold from the de­ 
fense attorney reports of state­ 
ments Harrington made to the 
FBI when he was arrested 
Those statements contradicted 
Harrington's story of the shoot-

Defense Secretary Donald Rumsfeld reports that the 
Soviet Union is ahead of the United States in developing 
all major conventional weapons except helicopters. 
Myopic congressional doves, of course, accuse him of 
using “scare tactics” to soften up Congress for passage 
of the $112.7 billion defense budget for fiscal 1977. 
An independent, authoritative study by no less than the 
prestigious Library of Congress, however, corroborates 
Rumsfeld’s warning in spades. The 86- page study, in­ 
cidentally, which was reviewed by some 100 of the 
government’s top defense experts, is made even less 
suspect to skeptics by virtue of the fact it was ordered 
done by Sen. John C. Culver (D-Iowa), a leading dove. 
Among the report’s findings: 
In 1965 the Soviet Union outnumbered the U.S. in terms 
of manpower by 857,000 ( 3.5 million to 2.7 million). 
Today, Russian military personnel outnumber their U.S. 
counterparts by 2.7 million (4.8 million for the USSR, 2.1 
million for the U.S.). 
American and Russian combat forces are in direct and 
continuous contact only in one place in the world — 
Europe. “The balance in that theater is currently more 
important than in any other,” says the report. NATO 
forces there, including U.S. today number 625,000, 
compared to Warsaw Pact forces, including Russian, 
which number 895,000. NATO has 7,000 tanks and 2,300 
tactical aircraft in Europe, compared to 19,000 and 2,900 
respectively for Iron Curtian countries. 
In northern and central Europe, the Library study 
adds, “The Soviet side could quickly achieve the classic 
ratio of 3 to 1 superiority in ground combat forces that 
many military men cite as a prerequisite for successful 
offensive operations.” 
Along with the enormous disparity in combat forces, 
says the report, the Soviet “weapons inventory dilates 
similarly, while ours declines.” 
How can we redress these dangerous imbalances? A 
start would be for Congress to leave intact the 
Administration’s request of $112.7 billion for defense next 
year — which is a 5 per cent increase in real defense 
spending. Individual citizens concerned over these 
growing trends also would be well advised to ask their 
representatives in Washington what they’ve done to help 
turn them around. And if you’re not satisfied with the 
answers you get — come election day in November it will 
be your turn to do something about it.

fearful that they also can m ake 
it on the outside. Many of the 
refugees 
will 
have 
serious 
problems in communicating, in 
finding and holding adequate 
jobs, in simply coping with all 
that will be new to them. But 
they do need to be assured and to 
understand that there are many 
places where they can ask for 
help 
It’s frustrating to learn that 
the resettlem ent program has 
run into the kind of difficulty it 
has and that the camps, which 
were to be closed Oct. 1, now will 
stay open until at least Dec. 31.

It is the Pentagon’s view , 
nevertheless, that Israel would 
win the next m ilitary conflict 
but that the victory would be 
costly.

run too fast.

week of no-sweat exercise. Now

priscription: 
Don’t run so fast that you're 
too out of breath to talk. Run 
with a smooth, rolling motion 
from heel to toe, not on the toes • 
like a track star. Don't wory 
about how fast you're going. 
The catch? Do that for a least 
an hour three times a week. 
Scaff, 
a 
40-year-old 
car­ 
diologist who himself runs two 
hours three times a week, has 
signed up 1,300 persons of all 
ages who follow his regimen in 
an informal organization called 
the Honolulu Marathon Clinic. 
In addition, he leads about 200 
heart attack victims through an 
hour of calisthenics and gentle 
jogging three times weekly 
Hu ad reds of his followers, 
including some of the heart 
patients, compete in the annual 
26-mile Honolulu Marathon. 
The reward? Says Scaff: "We 
are saying that once someone 
gets into marathon condition the 
possibility of heart disease is so 
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remote as to be negligible. 
We’re dealing in what we think 
might be absolute protection.” 
Three years ago Scaff began 
working 
with 
heart 
attack 
victims. 
Based 
on 
national 
statistics — 37 per cent of those 
who survive a heart attack die 
within five years — more than 60 
of the patients in Scaff s cardiac 
rehabilitation program should 
be dead by now. 
‘‘In our program, among those 
under 70, we have had zero 
deaths and zero heart attacks in 
three years,” Scaff says. 
Most 
doctors 
recommend 
exercise, but few recommend 
the dosage that Scaff says is 
essential. 
The crucial difference bet­ 
ween Sea if s 
program and 
others is that it forces the body 
to switch from bruning car­ 
bohydrates to burning body fat, 
Scaff says. According to his 
theory, fat metabolism — which 
promotes the health of the heart 
and the rest of body — doesn't 
begin until exercise continues 
for at least 30 minutes 
Scaff believes this system is 
harmonious with the primitive 
roots of man.

Although Spring may turn a 
young man’s thoughts to mat­ 
ters of the heart, it signals a 
return to bachelorhood for male 
members of the white crappie 
family. 
These 
prolific 
fish 
spawn in late Spring with the 
female 
laying 
as 
many 
as 
14,000 eggs. Since it becomes 
the male's duty to baby-sit the 
nest, he has earned the nick­ 
name “ bachelor perch" in many 
areas. 
Crappie, 
both 
white 
and 
black, are sought by eager an­ 
glers just as soon as the ice 
opens and the water warms 
enough to move the fish toward 
shore. Their popularity is easy 
to understand, say the fishing 
experts at Mercury outboards, 
since crappie are excellent table 
fish 
and provide outstanding 
sporting action as well. 
Crappie feed on other fish 
and on insects. They usually 
school around protective cover 
and forage from there. Fisher­ 
men look for brush and sunken 
trees, and anchor their boats 
near the cover. Minnows and 
small shad are used as bait. 
Crappie also lake small jigs, 
spinners, and sometimes flies 
tied behind a surface plug. 
Large 
crappie 
are 
often 
caught by trolling a minnow or 
spinner-and-minnow 
combina­ 
tion. Use a fly rod or cane pole 
to work the bait near shore 
along brushy banks and around 
underwater cover. Slow your 
outboard engine so the trolled 
lure is working just as close to 
the cover as possible. 
Limit the length of the fish­ 
ing line to no longer than the 
f i e or rod being used. This 
makes it easy to swing the fish 
aboard, flip it off the hook and 
return to the action. 
Don’t worry if Spring rains 
muddy the water a little, as the 
Mercury fishermen have found 
white crappie prefer some tur­ 
bidity. Black crappie like clear 
water and will move to feeder 
streams when a lake becomes 
too muddy.
